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Collect own taxes 


Newspapers, like the 
telephone company, electric 
company, and many other 
businesses, deal with 
thousands of customers. In 
fact, the Carbondale News 
delivers newspapers (about 
6,000) to more families than 
there are homes in Car¬ 
bondale (about 4,200). 
Maintaining circulation 
records is a detailed process, 
but it can be done. 

We don’t see why Car¬ 
bondale is considering using a 
collection agency when the 


city has people who can do the 
work themselves. The only 
thing the collection agency 
will do that hasn’t been done in 
the past is cross check to 
make sure that the people 
listed in the city directory 
have sent in a wage tax 
return. 

We suggest that the city 
lease a small computer 
system (about $250 per 
month) and handle wage tax 
collecting itself. It can do a 
better job than a collection 
agency and save money at the 
same time. 


Free enterprise is best 


The governor’s press office 
recently issued a press release 
which stated, “Governor Dick 
Thornburgh today (January 
24) predicted that ‘Penn¬ 
sylvania’s state liquor 
monopoly would be broken up 
within weeks if every con¬ 
sumer and every taxpayer 
who is fed up with wide-spread 
corruption, poor service, high 
prices, skimpy selections and 
inconvenient hours would 
start calling and writing their 
legislators now!”’ 

We favor the adoption of 
privately owned liquor stores, 
but certainly not because of 
“poor service, skimpy 
selection, inconvenient hours, 
and wide-spread corruption” 
as the governor charges. We 
think that the service, 


selection, and hours at the 
Carbondale area stores are 
fine. The State Stores in our 
area are certainly on a par 
with any of the privately 
owned retail stores. 

If there is enormous 
corruption in the State Store 
system, then the governor 
should do something about it 
immediately. 

The only reason that we 
favor privately owned liquor 
stores is that we believe in the 
free enterprise system. 
Government should not be 
involved in retail sales if 
private business can do the 
same job. The free enterprise 
system has proven very ef¬ 
fective at providing the public 
with the goods they want at 
the lowest possible cost.
